Glass In the Making. 
The manu factu re of glass antedaten 
Au thentic history. 
It Is only nbou t 
seventy-five years, however, since its 
tru e character was ascertained. 
It is 
now generally conceded to be a snlt—n 
chemical compou nd resu lting from the 
u nion of an acid w ith a base. The acid 
is silica, the same that is fou nd In 
qu artz or the qu artz particles of sand; 
hence the u se of saml in its inanu fac 
tu ro. 
The base may be potash (or 
soda), together with alu mina and lime, 
or.lead may take the place of liu ie. 
Lime makes a hard glass and one less 
su sceptible to acids and su ited to win­ 
dows and chemical pu rposes; lead a 
softer, more fu sible and more lu strou s 
article, su itable for optical instru ments. 
All acids act to some ex tent 011 glass, 
especially if the latter has an ex cess 
of alkali in it. 
Even wine may cor 
rode Hie bottles wherein it is contain 
ed. The moistu re of the air often dis 
solves ou t the alkali, cau sing the rain 
bow-like colors (iridescence) of some 
windowpanes.
